1 number, and Lords of Man- 
71015 , and Land-owners (within the Level,) was perſwaded to undertake that 
Work,and for 95000%. parcel of thoſe Fens,to dreyne the whole, and maintain 
them at his own charge,which will further appear to ſuch as will peruſe the Law
